Continuation of 10. Other: Examiner asserts that all physical materials have an intrinsic dielectric constant. Therefore, since the layers 
of Nozaki are formed from Indium-Tin-Oxode or Sn02 (see Col, 10, lines 19-22), each having a specified dielectric constant, the layers 
are "dielectric layers" having a certain dielectric constant according to its composition. Further, Examiner asserts that Nozaki describes 
his invention to "sense color components of an incident light beam without the need of using VARIOUS color filters..." (emphasis in 
capital letters), implying "various" as multiple differing color filters, while his invention teaches using only a single color filter for filtering 
infrared light. 
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
